The Archer M. Huntington 
Medal Award 


The fifty-eighth award of the Archer M. Huntington Medal, 
recognizing outstanding achievement in numismatic scholarship, 
was awarded to Eric P. Newman of St. Louis, Missouri. Mr. New- 
man is the first American since 1961 to receive the award, and is the 
only winner to date who specializes in the study of American Coloni- 
al and United States coinage. The medal was presented to Mr. New- 
man’s daughter, Linda N. Solomon, at the Society’s Annual Meet- 
ing on 13 January 1979 at which Theodore V. Buttrey read the fol- 
lowing citation prepared by the Huntington Award Committee: 

The state of research in the field of American numismatics 
has a curious feature. While the number of researchers is le- 
gion, the percentage of them who can write well, disseminating 
their findings to a large audience, is extremely small. Eric P. 
Newman, this year’s recipient of the Archer M. Huntington 
Medal, ts a member of this select group, perhaps its outstand- 
ing representative. 

His publication career, which spans more than three de- 
cades, has tended to emphasize two main approaches to the 
question of American numismatics. The first of these might be 
called setting the record straight — that is, getting to the bottom 
of controversial or misunderstood facets of the field and an- 
swering the questions surrounding them beyond the reasonable 
shadow of a doubt. His work on the 1804 dollar falls into this 
category, as does his well-known Secret of the Good Samaritan 
Shilling. One notes, too, his research into the techniques of 
modern forgeries of Western gold. 

The second thrust of Mr. Newman’s research has been the 
organizaton and cataloguing of obscure or neglected areas of 
our numismatic experience. In this capacity, his labors on the 
Vermont and Connecticut state coinages are important, while 
his Early Paper Money of America, a truly pioneering effort in 
the field of colonial currency, will most certainly remain the de- 
finitive work on this subject. 

Mr. Newman is well known to members of the Society. He 
has served on our governing Council since 1962, rendering dis- 
tinguished service in this capacity. He currently chairs the 
Standing Committee on Western Hemisphere Coins, and he 
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served as senior editor of Money in Early America, the Socie- 
ty’s publication for the American Bicentennial. In terms of his 
services to the Society and to the field of numismatics in gener- 
al, he richly merits the award he is receiving today. 


In accepting the award on behalf of Mr. Newman, Mrs. Solomon 
read the following words written by her father: 


Any expression of my delight on learning of the award of the 
Archer M. Huntington Medal would be an understatement. It 
is an honor I will always respectfully cherish. I wish I could be 
present personally to receive it, but, of all places to be at this 
time, I am in Antarctica—the only continent entirely devoid of 
numismatic history. My appreciation and thanks to the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society are nevertheless very warm. 

Research work in numismatics has been a lifetime of sheer 
pleasure for me—in simple terms, a satisfaction in trying to 
solve numismatic puzzles for myself and for others. Being a 
vigorous collector of numismatic items for 57 years has never 
been sufficient for me and, thus, research has been my way of 
filling the gap. 

Numismatics as a scientific pursuit has always been a unique 
challenge for those who study what people from time to time 
have done to stabilize their economic life. The fact that numis- 
matic studies may cover diversified subject matter, widely sep- 
arated periods of time, and geographical areas with extensive 
differences, politically and economically, has not prevented re- 
searchers from being able to help each other. Thus, I have been 
the beneficiary of stimulation and guidance from the writings 
of and association with those in many other numismatic fields 
and locations. 

I realize I have been substantially influenced by many of 
the past recipients of the Huntington Medal. The cooperation 
received from libraries, museums, historical associations, pro- 
fessional numismatists, private collectors and other research- 
ers has been a privilege. I therefore feel that this Award is 
being shared by everyone who takes part in bringing greater 
fulfillment to our lives through the cultural pursuit of numis- 
matics.

The Society’s Medal was presented in absentia to Mr Eric P. Newman. In presenting 
the Medal the President said: SN, 


The Council of the Society has voted unanimously to award the Society’s Medal for 
1991 to Eric P. Newman. His work may be little known to numismatists whose 
interests lie exclusively in the ancient or medieval words, yet he has had a large impact 
on the discipline, and it is that which we wish to acknowledge. 

As has been the case with many of us, Eric Newman’s interest in numismatics 
began when he was a child, with a collection of coins and currency. Unlike most 
collectors he has carried that interest into the realm of scholarship; unlike many 
numismatic scholars he has never lost touch with collecting and collectors. 

His publications began over forty years ago, with a note on varieties of the 
American 1787 Fugio cent, and has continued in what seems to be ever-increasing 
vigour to this day with studies in American colonial and early Federal coins, tokens 
and paper currency. Just last year there appeared the third, much enlarged edition of 
his authoritative The Early Paper Money of America. Between the Fugio cent and the 
paper money lie more than sixty contributions to numismatic knowledge. 

Two characteristics mark Eric Newman's publications. One is the ability to provide 
new answers to old and seemingly intractable problems. It was he who unmasked the 
famous 1804 silver dollar, one of the oldest American numismatic sacred cows, as a 
fraud; and it was he who unlocked the secret of the Good Samaritan shilling. The 
device concocted by Benjamin Franklin to foil the counterfeiting of colonial paper 
money was not understood until Eric Newman showed how it was donc. Over and 
over again his articles have illuminated traditional problems in the carly monies of the 
United States. 

The other significant characteristic of his writings is their locus of publication: 
again and again they have appeared in journals available to the ordinary collector, 
whose numismatic interest up to then might have been simply the assembling of 
material. Newman has given that material historical context and meaning, and 
thereby has immensely enlarged numismatic understanding among collectors in 
America. 

These many and important publications would of themselves justify our award. But 
there is another side to his contributions to the discipline. Over thirty years ago he 
organized the Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society to assist others in 
numismatic research and publication. It now operates a museum of coin and currency 
in St Louis, open to the public, and includes an extensive numismatic library relating 
primarily to the America Colonies and the United States. But his interest in 
numismatic education is not limited to his fields of research. For four decades the 
American Numismatic Society in New York has mounted an annual summer seminar 
of intensive numismatic training for about a dozen young scholars primarily in 
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ancient and medieval, Byzantine and Islamic studies. Thanks to this programme there 
are today several hundred scholars with training in scholarly numismatics, lecturing 
in their various subjects in the universities of the United States and Canada. Not only 
has Eric Newman joined in the lecture programme of the seminar; for some years he 
has provided the funds to make the seminar possible. The whole numismatic 
community owes him many thanks for that. 

Eric Newman’s work has been fundamental in raising the tone of American 
numismatic studies. He has received both major American awards — the Farran Zerbe 
medal of the American Numismatic Association in 1969, and the Archer M. 
Huntington medal of the American Numismatic Society in 1979. It is fitting that we 
of the Royal Numismatic Society acknowledge his contributions to our discipline, so 
that with our congratulations, and our thanks, we present to him the Society’s Medal 


for 1991. 


Accepting the Medal on behalf of Mr Newman, Miss Abigail Solomon read his 
speech of acceptance. 


I most deeply appreciate the award of the 1991 Medal of the Royal Numismatic 
Society with which you have honoured me today. To be associated with the prior 
recipients of your Medal, awarded by a Society which the numismatic world holds 
in such high regard, is the pinnacle of recognition, and I sincerely thank you for the 
honour. 

Numismatic research has enriched my life. It began when I was 12 years old, when 
Burdette G. Johnson, a well-known American numismatic dealer, refused to sell a 
coin for 10 cents to a boy who did not know the historical significance of the coin. 
I borrowed a book from the dealer, returned the next weck and, after a proper 
recitation, was permitted to buy the coin. 

That experience taught me the importance of numismatic research and was the 
turning-point of my numismatic life. Having taken degrees in engineering and in law, 
I turned to business as my vocation, but numismatic research, publication and 
collecting became an equally consuming avocation. The unsolved puzzles of American 
and British-American numismatics required all of my training, and a steady quest for 
information, gained independently and through others. | have been fortunate to 
receive guidance from many others over the years, and have enjoyed trying to 
reciprocate. ; 

A particular topic on which I intend further research is the circulation for many 
years of counterfeit British halfpence as the primary small change media in North 
America. both before and after the American Revolution. Owing to the rejection by 
the British public of uncontrolled lightweight and debased counterfeit copper 
halfpence of George II] and George III, these pieces were privately exported to 
America. where they were accepted at varying exchange values but never at a 
halfpenny in money of account. To compound the confusion private American 
coiners also minted and pre-dated counterfeit British halfpence for American use. The 
study and classification of all of these counterfeits has been and still is an enormous 
undertaking. I have been very fortunate in that Charles Wilson Peck, the Royal 
Numismatic Society Medallist for 1960, gave me his collection of counterfeit British 
halfpence to encourage my studies in that field.
